Nelson A. Rockefeller rode a 
tide of northern California votes 
into a narrow lead Tuesday 
night over Sen. Barry Goldwa- 
ter in a see-saw GOP presiden- 
tial primary battle. 


Goldwater, top man in dele- 


gate strength in the contest for 
the party nomination, already' 
had claimed victory on the basis I 
of electronic projections of the 
vote. 


CBS and ABC had pronounced 


Goldwater the 
winner. NBC 


called him the "apparent" win- 
ner. 


But Rockefeller declined to 


concede and as the vote tabula- 
tions mounted, he and his op- 
ponent exchanged the lead sev- 
eral times. 


Witli more than 65 per cent 


of the state's polling places ac- 
counted 
for, The 
Associated 


Press totals from 21,852 of the 
32,861 precincts showed: 


Rockefeller 514,!!(i8; Goldwa- 


ter 506,064. 


Without listing the number of 


precincts, 
NBC gave these to- 


tals: Goldwater 872,978; Rocke- 
feller 840,745. 


Appearing on television, Rock- 


efeller commented: 


"The show isn't over yet." 
Goldwater. whose bid for the 


nomination to oppose President 
Johnson in November would be 
given a tremendous boost by ac- 
quiring 
California's 
backing, 


told a Los Angeles news confer- 
ence that his was "a victory for 
the mainstream of Republican 
thinking." 


Whatever the final outcome, 


Goldwater appeared to have es- 
caped any major damage to his 
cause in crucial California. Even 
if he lost in the ultimate count- 
down, it would be by such a nar- 
row margin that it could not be 
said his conservative views had 
been repudiated. 


If he won, the result would 


be depicted as a triumph over 
not only Rockefeller but over 
other potential contenders for 
the nomination such as Ambas- 
sador 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge. 


Lodge's backers had urged his 
supporters to vote for Rockefel- 


ler in order to stop Goldwater. 


NBC's Electronic Vote Analy- 


sis center noted that Rockefeller 
ran strong in the San Francisco 
Bay area, farm and mountain 
areas, and that Goldwater did 
not. come up to expectations in 
San Diego County. 


The 
EVA 
center 
report 


spotted a trend to Rockefeller 
among minority groups. First 
returns from San Francisco's 
Chinatown, for instance, favored 
the governor 5 to 1. A similar 
swing was evident among Ital- 
ian-Americans. 


The NBC analysis emphasized 


Goldwalcr's 
strength 
in 
the 


state's high population centers. 
Rockefeller was favored in the 
north—considered more sophis- 
ticated and more liberal than 
the south—and that's the way 
the vote went. But 60 per cent 
of the population lives in the 
south. 


Little Modoc County, a bell- 


wether in 25 state elections, was 
giving Goldwater a plurality of 
better than 54 per 
cent. 
The 


northeastern county has only 
1,401 registered voters. 


CBS, 
shortly after the, polls 


closed, projected a Goldwater 
sweep on votes for 42 "model" 
precincts. With 22 per cent of 
the vote 
in, ABC's projection 


also tabbed him as the winner. 
Even so, Sen. Thomas H. Ku- 
chcl, Rockefeller's state cam- 
paign chairman, said it was 
still a cliffhangcr, and "I think 
we'll wait a little longer" be- 
fore any conceding. 


Former 
Sen. 
William 
F. 


Knowland, who headed Goldwat- 
er's forces, called on Republi- 
cans to unify and said he ex- 
pected support from most of 
Rockefeller's followers. 


The election capped a bitter 


campaign. 
Rockefeller 
staked 


his California chances on the 
Republicans' middle of-the-road 
voting patter, and banged away 
at Goldwater's . political posi- 
tions as extremist. 


Goldwater termed Rockefeller 


a stand-in for all the other un- 
declared Republican contenders 
for the nomination and com- 
plained that the New York gov- 
ernor misrepresented his views. 


Goldwater led the early polls, 


then 
sagged 
after 
President 


John F. Kennedy's assassina- 
tion. Concentrating his cam- 
paign in Southern California in 
the closing days, he said on 
Memorial Day: 
"In 
the last 


two days I think the tide in this 
state has definitely turned tow- 
ard me."

Romania Is 
Hopeful for 
U.S. Trades 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Arrnecl 


with a new U.S. trade policy 
pledge, 
Communist Romania 


hopes to buy large quantities of 
American industrial equipment 
soon — probably including two 
big nuclear power plants. 


The Bucharest government, 


which has rejected Soviet eco- 
nomic domination, is reported 
to have a shopping list for pur- 
chases of industrial equipment 
in the United States and West- 
ern Europe amounting to pos- 
sibly $150 million. 


How much of this will be 


bought in the United States un- 
der a government agreement 
announced Monday will depend 
on vyhat kind of deals the Ro- 
manians can make with manu- 
facturers and the credit terms 
they can get. 


U.S. 
officials said the credit 


issue is still unresolved and will 
require a decision by President 
Johnson. However they expect 
Johnson will decide it is in the 
U.S. interest to have the Ex- 
port-Import 
Bank 
guarantee 


five-year credits for Romania. 


The new pact negotiated dur- 


ing the past two weeks also pro- 
vides that the 
legations 
in 


Washington and Bucharest will 
be elevated to embassies. Wil- 
liam A. Crawford, U.S. minister 
to Romania, is expected to be 
given the new 
ambassadorial 


post. 


American officials said the 


agreement will definitely mean 
more export business for this 
country but they also attached 
considerable 
political 
signifi- 


cance to it. 


In effect the United States has 


taken the position that since 
Romania has shown growing in- 
dependence of Moscow and has 


chosen to engage in industrial 
expansion against Soviet advice, 
the United States is prepared to 
help the Romanians with their 
expansion. 


American officials believe this 


action will create a favorable 
impact on other Eastern Euro- 
pean countries and help to open 
them fmiher to the West. 


According to Monday's com- 


munique, 
the 
United 
States 


agreed 
;'to establish a general 


license procedure under which 
most commodities may be ex- 
ported to Romania without the 
necessity for individual export 
license." 


"In addition," the communi- 


que said, "the United States 
government agreed to grant li- 
censes for a number of particu- 
lar industrial facilities in which 
the Romanian delegation ex- 
pressed special interest."

despite his previous insistence 
that he wouldn't butt in, had 
coolly tried to cut Goldwater's 
throat. 


If true, it would have been a 


strange performance for the ex- 
president. It would seem that 
if he thought, for the good of 
the party and the country that 
Goldwater should be washed 
out, he would at least have said 
so forthrightly. 


The statement 
and the in- 


terpretations cheered the Rock- 
efeller forces and the Goldwat- 
er people seemed to be trying 
to ignore any implication that 
Eisenhower 
was shooting at 


Gpldwater. The senator 
said 


Eisenhower's 
remarks 
were 


"most welcome." 


But then Monday, after a 


week of silence since his state- 
ment, Eisenhower was asked by 
newsmen how he thought Gold- 
water felt about his statement.

said, 


"You people read Goldwater out 
of the party, I didn't." 


This seemed to put every- 


thing back where it was before 
Eisenhower said anything but 
at least the Rockefeller people 
had had a week to make use of 
it.
